Italy has doubts whether 4 arrested Palestinians are ‘real culprits' 


ROME (Agencies) — American fighter pla- 
nes on Friday Intercepted an Egyptian plane 
carrying four Palestinian gunmen and a sen- 
ior official of the Palestine liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO) and forced it to land in a 
U.S. base in Italy. 


Tbe Italian authorities arrested 
the four Pales tinians , who were 
being flown from Egypt following 
their surrender cm Wednesday 
after hijacking an Italian cruise 
ship, but Rome and Washington 
both claimed the right to put tbe ' 
four on trial. 

Italian Prime Minis ter Bettzoo 
Craxi said Friday night mag- 
istrates were checking foe identity 
of foe four Palestinians, who said 
they hijacked foe liner Adtille 
Laura, amid fears that foe real 
culprits may have escaped. 

‘There is a suspicion that some 
people may have declared the- 
mselves to be terrorists in order to 
permit foe real culprits to get 
away.” Mr. Craxi told a news con- 
ference. 

He said four Palestinians on foe 
Egypt Air Boeing' 737 forced to 
land, at Sicily by U.S. fighter pla- 


nes had confessed to carrying out 
foe hijacking erf foe cruse liner in 
which American Leon Kli- 
ngfaoffer was allegedly killed. 

But magistrates wanted to be 
sure they were foe real hijackers, 
foe prime minis ter added. 

Mr. Craxi said he had turned 
down a request by President Rea- 
gan for the Palestinian gunmen on 
board foe intercepted aircraft to 
be taken direct to foe United Sta- 
tes. 

“I explained to President Rea- 
gan that foe Italian government 
could not allow such a transfer 
since Italian law prescribes that a 
crime committed in international 
waters on a ship flying foe Italian 
flag falls under Italian jur- 
edtetion.” 

Mr. Craxi said foe Egypt Air 
Boeing would not be allowed to 
return to Cairo until after foe ide- 


ntity checks on its passengers had 
been carried out 

He said he did not know exactly 
how many people were on the air- 
craft which delivered foe Acfaille 
Lauro hijackers to Sigonella air- 
base in Sicily after it was int- 
ercepted on a flight from Cairo to 
Turns on Thursday. 

Mr. Craxi said passengers inc- 
luded a number of armed Egy- 
ptian security officers and a senior 
member of foe PLO, Mohammad 
Abbas (Abu Abbas), head of foe 
Palestine Liberation Front (PLF). 
Members of a breakaway PLF fac- 
tion are believed to have carried 
cmt foe hijacking of foe Italian 
liter in foe eastern Mediterranean 
on Monday. , 

Italian state television reported 
there were 19 people on foe plane 
in addition to foe tour alleged hij- 
ackers. They were foe six Egy- 
ptian crew, two PLO officials, five 
Egyptian diplomats and six Egy- 
ptian secret servicemen. 

The Italian news agency ANSA 
reported from Sicily that foe four 
gunmen had been identified as 
Hallah Abdullah AI Hassan, 19, 
Majed Youssef AJ Molky. 23, 
Abdul Latif Ibrahim. 20, and 
Ha mm ad Aii Abdullah. 29. 


Mr. Craxi said Mr. Reagan told 
him in a telephone call that foe 
Ui>. would request the extradition 
of those responsible for foe lolling 
of Klingfaoner. 

Foreign Minister Giulio And- 
reotti said despite a recent U.S.- 
Italian extradition accord, it 
would be difficult to hand over foe 
hijackers to the U.S., where they 
.could face the death penalty, abo- 
lished in Italy after World War II. 

The Italian premier denied 
there was any connection between 
Egypt’s refusal to allow foe Ach- 
ille Lauro to leave Port Said and 
foe delay in foe departure from 
SicQy of the Egyptian airliner. 

Asked by anltalian reporter if 
he had sanctioned an act of piracy 
by allowing the U.S. fighters to 
land after intercepting an airliner 
from a friendly nation. Mr. Craxi 
replied “I wonder who could have 
responded differently to a gov- 
ernment which had captured some 
terrorists.-.” 

Egypt said it agreed to let foe 
hijackers go before hearing of foe 
death of Klinghoffer. 69. a 
wheel chair-bound pensioner from 
New York. 

The PLF has denied that Kli- 
nghoffer was killed by foe hij- 


ackers. 

The caller spoke in Arabic. 
Reporters at foe agency that took 
foe call said his voice was the same 
as a man who telephoned earlier 
claiming PLF responsibility for 
hijacking foe liner on Monday. 

“The United States and its int- 
erests in the Middle East and aro- 
und foe world will pay dearly if 
any harm befalls any of the six 
detainees” foe caller said. 

He said foe hijacking was not 
directed against civilians. 

The Paris-based Arabic lan- 
guage Radio Monte Carlo said 
that PLO Chairman Yasser Ara- 
fat's adviser Hani Al Hassan had 
been scheduled to be on foe int- 
ercepted Egyptian plane, but cha- 
nged plans at foe last minute and 
flew to Riyadh. Saudi Arabia. 

Mr. Hassan was quoted as con- 
firming that Abu Abbas was on 
foe Egyptian airlmer with his dep- 
uty, identified only as Abu Kha- 
led, with foe hijackers. 

Mr. Hassan represented Mr. 
Arafat in the negotiations that led 
to foe surrender of foe hijackers in 
Port Said. Egypt, on Thursday.

NICOSIA (Agencies) — The Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) called on Friday for the 
release of foe hijackers of the I ta- 
lian passenger ship AchtUe Luaro 
and the leader of their org- 
anisation “immediately and wit- 
hout delay.” 

The call came in a statement 
issued by the PLO representative 
office in Cyprus. It carried foe sig- 
nature of foe PLO Executive 
Committee. 

“U.S. President Reagan would 
be held fully responsible if Mah- 
moud Abbas (Abu Abbas) and 
foe four hijackers were harmed.” 
foe statement said. 

The statement said Abu Abbas 
had actively helped Italian and 
Egyptian efforts to end the hij- 
acking without bloodshed. He was 
on the plane accompanying a 
“high-ranking” Egyptian del- 
egation carrying a letter to PLO 
Chairman Yasser Arafat, the sta- 
tement said. 

The statement described the 
interception of foe Egyptian plane 
as an “act of air piracy, personally 
supervised by President Reagan 
aided by other world quarters." 

It saxi foe interception con- 
stituted a “flagrant and grave agg- 
ression against the sovereignty of 
Egypt and all Arabs from tbe 
(Atlantic) ocean to foe Gulf.” 

The statement called on foe 
Arab people to give “foe proper 
and immediate response to mis 


new American crime.” 

In Amman, foe PLO deputy 
military co mman der said he was 
bolding President Reagan res- 
ponsible for the safety of Abu 
Abbas. 

KholQ Al Warir (Abu Jihad) 
'referred in a statement to Abu 
Abbas and stated: “We hold foe 
U.S. administration and President 
Reagan fully .responsible for foe 
safety of the Executive Com- 
mittee member and those with 
him.”

Shultz rejects compromise 
on arms sales to Jordan 


WASHINGTON (Agencte) — 
Secretory of State George Shultz 
has re ject£xJ~ Seaate~ overtures' 
aimed at a compromise on foe 
administration's plan to sell arms 
to Joidaa and insisted that foe 
Kingdom needed them imm- 
ediately. 

He told foe Senate Foreign Rel- 
ation Cbmmitlcc on Thursday 
that if Congress voted down foe 
$1.9 billion sale of advanced air- 
craft and anti-aircraft missiles 
proposed by President Reagan, it 
would be'a signal that the United 
States does not fully support King 
Hussem's peace efforts. 

He repeatedly defended King 
Hussein against complaints that 
his moves toward peace had been 
more words than actions. 

Congress has until mid- 
November to act to defeat foe 
sale. Opposition is strong but con- 
gressional sources predict that Mr. 
Reagan could prevail after a tough 
fight 

Mr. Shultz said: “Since Hussein 
announced his peace initiative last 
November, Jordan has been sub- 
jected to an escalated campaign of 
tenor... without any doubt the 
enemies of peace are trying to stop 


JKing Hussein from reaching a set- 
tlement with Israel.” 

“The US. arms sale - to Jordan 
represents a powerful political 
signal erf American support for 
Jordan that will strengthen” Jor- 
dan’s ability to withstand terrorist 
and military threats. Mr. Shultz 
said. 

He said foe sale in no way poses 
a military threat to Israel, whose 
long-term security he said can 
come only through peace with its 
neighbours. 

“A strong and stable Jordan, 
able to defend itself against radical 
pressures, is in Israel’s interest, as 
well as our own.” he said. 

While maintaining that direct 
negotiations between Jordan and 
Israel “in foe near future (are) 
within reach.” he rejected a sug- 
gestion by Democratic Senator 
Christopher Dodd of Gamecticut 
that foe sale be postponed until 
foe end of the year, allowing more 
time for concrete progress. 

Senator Dodd noted that 20

Israeli threats should be 
taken seriously - Masri 


LONDON (Agencies) — Foreign 
Minister Taher Al Masri was quo- 
ted as saying on Thursday that the 
Israeli threats to Jordan should be 
taken seriously because foe Israel 
will not hesitate to implement its 
threats against any country. 

In an interview with the 
Ijondon-bused Lebanese Al Haw- 
adeth magazine. Mr. Masri said 
the recent Israeli raid on the hea- 
dquarters of the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) in 
Tunis and the justification of foe 
attack by Washington will open 
foe door wide for terrorist actions 
against Arabs and non-Arabs 
alike. 

The Israeli raid on Tunis was 
primarily aimed at destroying the 
Middle East peace process, Mr. 
Masri said. However, he added, 
the raid will not stem the dip- 
lomatic moves towards finding a 
just and durable settlement to foe 
Middle East problem. 

A joint Jordanian-Palestmian 
delegation will visit London and 
■ Luxembourg during foe next few 
days, he added. . . 

In reply to a question whether 
Jordan has changed its position' 


after the recent meeting between 
His Majesty. King Hussein -and 
President Ronald Reagan. Mr. 
Masri said foe Jordanian position 
remained unchanged. Tbe foreign 
minister said Amman and Was- 
hington continued to differ over 
foe means to reach a Middle East 
peace. Jordan insists on holding an 
international peace conference for 
solving foe Middle East question, 
while the US. opposes the pro- 
posal. Mr. Masri said Jordan has 
rejected a proposal for holding 
such a conference under an int- 
ernational umbrella- but without 
foe participation of the Soviet 
Union. 

Washington is now fully aware 
that the Middle East question 
cannot be solved through direct 
negotiations and that Jordan is 
adhering to its stand vis-a-vis hol- 
ding an international peace con- 
ference. he said. 

Efforts should continue to be 
made with a view to convincing 
foe United States of the A rab pos- 
ition and insistence on an int- 
ernational conference. Mr. Masri

Lloyd’s said foe “vessel caught 
fire, but (it) later was extinguished 
by tbe crew.” The ship, with a 1.5 
metre hole in its starboard hull, 
tceeded to a a un d isclosed port 
repairs, foe unit said.

Brazilian ship loads 230,000 
tonnes of Iraqi oil from Aqaba

AMMAN — A Brazilian tanker 
was being loaded at Aqaba porton 
Friday with 230,000 tonnes of 
Iraqi crude ofl — foe largest ever 
single Iraqi oil consignment to 
pass through Aqaba and the first 
shipment of oil covered under an 
Iraqi- Brazilian barter agreement 
signed in 1984. 

The ofl was transported from 
Iraqi oilfields to Aqaba by 
tanker- trucks and stored aboard a 
storage tanker. Iraqi oil is being 
exported from Aqaba for over one 
year now. but Friday’s operations 
marked foe first time a large qua- 
ntity of oil was sent abroad thr- 
ough the Red Sea port. 

The Iraqi-Brazilian barter deal. 


under -which -Brazil wili -supply" 
100,000 Volkswagen cars to Iraq, 
provides options for doubling foe 
quantities. 

Mohammad AI Hourani. ope- 
rations director of foe Aqaba 
Ports Corporation, said foe loa- 
ding of foe Brazilian tanker, the 
Doce Canyon, was expected to be 
completed in 40 hours.

Mr. Hourani told foe Jordan 
Times all such trucks are governed 
by regulations which do not allow 
them to carry more than 40 tonnes 
of crude oil per shipment. 

A special dock at Aqaba to

Geneva in the past as a possible 
venue for peace talks, but it was - 
not known if he bad made a direct 
proposal to foe Swiss until now.

OSLO (R) — International Phy- 
sicians for foe Prevention of Nuc- 
lear War (IPPNW), a politically 
independent group of doctors 
working for peace, won the 1985 
Nobel Peace Prize, the Norwegian 
Nobel Committee said Friday. 

Announcing its decision, foe 
committee said foe group, headed 
by doctors from the Soviet Union 
and the United States, had per- 
formed a considerable service to 
mankind by creating awareness erf 
foe catastrophic consequences of 
nudear warfare. 

The group’s two founding 
members, Yevgeny- Charov of foe

Shultz: Arms would give 
Jordan needed support

WASHINGTON — Secretary of State George 
Shultz told the Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
.on Oct. iOthat Jordan needs U.S. support now in the 
form of modernised air defence weaponry if the 
Middle East peace process is to continue to move 
forward. 


He appeared before the com- 
mittee m support of the Reagan 
administration's proposed sale of 
Hawk anti-aircraft missiles and jet 
fighters to Iordan. The sale has an 
estimated value of between 
$1,550 and $1,900 million, dep- 
ending upon whether F-20 or 
F-16 fighter aircraft would be inv- 
olved. 

“As King Hussein moves tow-, 
ard direct negotiations with Isr-I 
ael." Mr. Shultz pointed out. “he 
faces people who oppose those 
moves, who oppose the idea of 
Jordan making peace with Israel. 
And those who oppose him. who 
oppose peace, are willing to take 
violent acts, as the record shows." 
the secretary said. 

Mr. Shultz said the time that 
Jordan needs to feel support for its 
efforts “is now. And if Jordan 
feels that (it) doesn't have any 
support, then it's very dis- 
couraging.'’ 

■The secretary described King 
Hussein's remarks in his recent 
address to the United Nations and 
in his statements in Washington 
late last month, as “very direct and 
forthcoming.'' and noted that in 
addition, lung Hussein had con-

“Tli ere is actual behaviour." 
Mr. Shultz said, the ree- 
stablishment of diplomatic rel- 
ations with Egypt the strong stand 
against terrorism, the conditions 
along die Jordanian-Israeli bor- 
der. “It isn’t just talk." the sec- 
retary declared. 


Jordan has no idea of attacking 
Syria. Mr. Shultz emphasised. 
“What they want to do is have a 
deterrent force that will say to the 
Syrians, ‘you’ve got to think twice 
or three times, because you’re not 
going to be able to establish imm-. 
ediate air superiority and because 
there are trained, capable, pro- 
fessional armed forces here that 
will give a good account of the- 
mselves.’ ’’ 

The secretary said the adm- 
inistration was willing to discuss, 
with Congress any concerns it may 
have about the range of the Hawk 
an ti- aircraft missiles and their abi- 
lity to reach Israel. 

“It is our judgment that Israel's 
overall military superiority in the 
region is widening." Mr. Shultz 
said. “That is the opinion of our 
intelligence experts. We. of cou- 
rse. have a strong military support 
programme with Israel which we 


vaty among countries.” He added 
that it was ‘‘a fair presumption”- 
that at some point the adm- 
inistration would ask Congress to 
help fund die proposed sale of 
arms to Jordan. 

“The peace process has com- 
manded our attention over many 
years for reasons of our strategic- 
interests in the region, for reasons 
of our close friendship with Israel, 
and for reasons of the involveraen t 
that we tend to have in the pro- 
blems of that area." Mr. Shultz 
reminded the committee. “I 
would like to believe that gen- 
erally we seek to be part of the 
answer anywhere in the world, but 
particularly in the Middle East 
lfs been of great concern going 
back to every administration in 
the post- World War n period." 

“I think there has been definite 
movement." Mr. Shultz said. “As 
you know. PresidentMubarak and 
King Hussein were here recenty. 
Prime Minister Peres will be here 
next week. I spent part of yes- 
terday with Foreign Minister 
Shamir, so there's a lot of act-

That means helping our friends in 
their ability to look to their own 
security. And it means working as 
creatively and consistently and 
persistently as we can to move the 
peace process along." Mr. Shultz 
said. “And I think over the years, 
the United States can be quite 
proud of the contributions that it 
has made to what people in the 
region have actually acc- 
omplished." 

Right now. Mr. Shultz said, “we 
believe there is an opportunity for 
potential negotiations between 
Israel and Jordan, with the Jor- 
danian delegation including cre- 
dible Palestinians. And. of course, 
that's a problem. Who are those 
people and bow do you identify 
them? They have to be there." 

King Hussein feels that if he is 
going to bargain with Israel over 
conditions on the West Bank and 
Gaza, he has to have people who 


have legitimacy in his delegation, j 
Mr. Shultz explained. 

“This is going to be a very dif- , 
frcult, complicated negotiation, 
with a lot of give-and-take, and so 1 
the people that are going to be 
most affected need to be rep- 
resented.” Mr. Shultz said. “But 1 
who are those representatives? 
That’s harder. So we're trying to 
f md our way to that It's difficult to 
answer that question. Similarly. 
King Hussein feels that ifs imp- 1 
ortant that there have been some ; 
international auspices." 

Mr. Shultz emphasised that it ; 
was not “historically accurate” to : 
say that the United States gov- 
ernment has always opposed an 
international conference. 

“We think that if what is env- 
isaged is some big conference 
where the Soviet Union and Syria 
sit around and spend their time 
criticising the United States and 
Israel, that's not much of a goal. I 
think Prime Minister Peres put it 
very well the other day. I heard 
him quoted as saying that Israel is ! 
willing to go to a conference, but | 
not fall into a trap. I feel the same 1 
way about it" Mr. Shultz said. 

“King Hussein has long been 
convinced that Israel should be 
able to live with peace and sta- 
bility in the Middle East and has 
been trying to find his way to have 
a negotiation that would, at least 
insofar as Jordan is concerned, get 
there. It’s difficult" Mr. Shultz 
declared. 

“I'm all too familiar with how 
hard it is." Mr. Shultz said, his 
voice rising with emotion. “I think 
we’ve made some headway. It's 
hard going, but we're going to 
keep working. In the meantime, it 
is a measure of fire fact that what 
King Hussein has done has imp- 
ressed the adversaries of peace so 
that they are attacking him. 

“And I think that if you are 
making moves toward peace and 
the enemies of peace are attacking 
you. you like to feel that peace has 
friends, and that die triends of 
peace will stand with you." the 
secretary declared. “It's as simple 
as that.

Israeli jailed for killing Arab girl 


TEL AVIV (Agencies) — An Isr- 
aeli settler in file occupied West 
Bank was sentenced to 10 years in 
jaQ for shooting a 12-year-old 
Palestinian girl dead in December 
1983. state radio reported. 

The Tel Aviv district court con- 
victed Yosef Hamoi last week of 
manslaughter at a bakery in the 
Palestinian city of Nablus where 
he shot the girl with his sub- 
machine gun.' 

A three- judge court ruled that 
Hamoi did not intend to kill die 
girl when he gave chase on foot 


and opened fire on Arab stone- 
throwers who had struck his veh- 
icle. 

Hamoi. from the settlement of 
Eton Moreh on a hill overlooking 
Nablus, chased the two girls up a 
lane into their father’s bakery and 
then opened fire at them after a 
settler’s car was attacked with sto- 
nes. according to witness reports 
at the time. 

The court convicted Hamoi last 
week of manslaughter and causing 
g rcvious bodily harm, but found 
him innocent of murder, ruling 


that there was no evidence the kil- 
ling was premeditated, said the 
court. 

The court aho sentenced Eph- 
raim Segal to seven months in jail 
for destroying evidence linking 
Hamoi to the kfiling by changing 
parts of HamoFs rifle. Pinhas 
Mahrari was sentenced to five 
months for obstructing the course 
of justice, the court said. 

But the two men would be rel- 
eased immediately because they 
had already spent die sentence 
period in jail, the court said.

The ben- 
eficiary also said that tee decision 
not to ask employees to cover the 
extra 40 to 50 per cent of tee ori- 
ginal cost means that it is still fea- 
sible for civil servants to purchase 
tee housing units at reasonable 
prices.

Israeli raid highlights role of air power in Middle

BAHRAIN — Israel’s air strike 
on Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation offices in Tunisia has 
focussed attention on air power in 
the Middle East and efforts by 
Arab States to enhance their aer- 
ial combat capabilities. 

The raid on October I. over. 
2.400 kilometre and apparently 
involving mid-air refuelling, was 
die deepest ever into Arab ter- 
ritory by the Israeli air force and 
showed that some Arab states 
were still vulnerable to surprise 
attack. 

Western diplomatic sources 
said the raid also showed most 
Arab countries were within str- 
iking distance of Israeli jets and 
would force some of them to rea- 
ssess their air defences. 

Air power has played a key role 
in the Arab-Israeli conflict. In the 
early hours of the June 1967 six- 
day war Israeli planes destroyed, 
mainly on the ground, much of the 
air forces of Egypt. - and Syria. 

Since this decisive blow, and 
spurred by Israel’s 1981 rktd on a 
nuclear reactor in Iraq and the* 
destruction of over 80 Syrian fig- 


hters in its 1982 invasion of Leb- 
anon. Arab stares have been 
among the world’s biggest buyers 
of air weaponry. 

In latest moves, Saudi Arabia 
last month signed a deal with Bri- 
tain worth up to SS.7 billion for 
132 aircraft, while Jordan is see- 
king a SI .9 bQlion arms’ package, 
including 40 fighters, from die 
United States. 

Egyptian Defence Minister 
Mohammed Abdul Halim Abu 
Ghazala said recently the total 
number of combat planes inthe 18 
Middle East states rose to 4.413 
this year from 2377 in 1973. 

Israel relies mainly on Was- 
hington for fighters, while Arab 
states, depending mainly on dip- 
lomatic alliances, generally buy 
aircraft and other air defence equ- 
ipment from Britain, France, the 
Soviet Union and the United Sta- 
tes. 

According to the London-based 
International Institute for Str- 
ategic Studies (ESS). Iraq. Libya. 
Egypt and Syria have the largest 
Arab air forces with some 580. 
535. 504 and 503 combat planes 
respectively. 

This compares with Israel's 550 


or so combat aircraft, including 
115 U-S.-suppIied F-I5 Eagle - 
fighter-bombers and F-16 Falcon 
fighters, according to the IISS. 

Despite the numerical imb- 
alance. British defence analyst in 
London believe Israel still has 
considerable air superiority over 
all Arab countries, with a big lead

BAHRAIN — Leaner times may 
bring a new challenge to some 
Gulf states — what to do with a 
rising number of educated youth. 

Concern is being voiced that by 
the end of the decade, slimmer, 
private sectors and cash-pinched' 
budgets will not be able to provide 
jobs for all of an estimated five 
million Gulf boys and girls now in 
school. 

There is no apparent une- 
mployment in the Gulf, but local 
papers regularly publish com- 
plaints from graduates saying the 
Jobs they seek are filled by for- 
eigners. 

Labour ministries retort that 
jobs are available and those who 
want work have only to contact 
public employment offices.

In Kuwait, many graduates say 
they work in areas unrelated to 
their specialisation, while in Saudi 
Arabia officials are examining 
what they see as a shortfall in a 
system which has produced many 
graduates in die humanities but 
few scientists. 

Bahrain's Education Minister." 
Dr. Ali Mohammed Fakhroo. says 
there has been some change in att- 
itudes to work. 

“The time when youngsters fol- 
lowed the easy road is gone, hop- 
efully for ever. The 1970s have 
spoiled people, but they are beg- 
inning to realise that oil is limited 
and that what remains is the 
human resource.’’ he told Reu- 
ters. 

He said Gulf education min- 
istries were aware of the need to 
gear policies towards providing 
more skilled citizens, “but it is dif- 
ficult to control what goes on in 
high schools.” 

In Bahrain, where emphasis on 
industrial development began in 
the late 1970s. Fakhroo said about 
60 per cent of secondary school 
students join vocational schemes. 
A third of the country’s pop- 
ulation erf about 390,000 are now 


in schools. 

In 1980 the island state, the first 
among its Gulf neighbours to open 
schools, started a programme cal- 
led ‘"train 10.000" aimed at pro- 
ducing 1.000 technical and voc- 
ational graduates a year for 10 
years to meet development needs. 

Al hough the programme has 
not yet reached its target. Fakhroo 
said he was optimistic that by 1 995 
Bahrain would have overcome the 
need for foreign manpower. 

In neighbouring Saudi Arabia, 
where seven universities turned 
out some 7300 graduates last 
year, there is scepticism about 
whether students will respond to 
government efforts to “Saudi-ise” 
jobs, of which two million are fil- 
led by foreigners. 

King Fahd. his country’s first 
education minister, told students 
last month: “I prefer that our gra- 
duates seek work (rather than 
remain idle) even though the work 
they find does not correspond to 
their degrees.”

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We need a systematic approach to problems 
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subsided, one could attempt to 
■look at the subject more obj- 
ectively, away from emotions 
of anger and frustration at what 
■has happened. 

. The common reaction to this 
act of aggression (and there has 
-been a lot of them by Israelis in 
.recent years) by the Arab lay-, 
man is to voice indignation. For 
the Arab man in the street, It 
.remains extremely frustrating 
to see Israelis hit him right and 
left, any place and anytime' 
they choose to do so, without, 
the slightest effective cou- 
nteraction from A rabs. Of cou- 
rse. this feeling also stems from, 
a lack of any participation on 
part of the Arab layman in the 
political process of his country.. 
His reaction, therefore, und- 
erstandably ranges from emo-' 
tkraal threats at the Israelis to 
swearing at Arab governments 
or naively asking them to imm- ' 
ediately jom forces. Few days, 
later, thanks to a cultural way 
of life that emphasises words 
.rather than actions, be forgets 
about the whole thing. 


That, however, cannot con- 
■tkuje to characterise the res- 
ponse of Arab governments to 
such actions, we have to learn 
•to start thinking systematically, 
and produce well-thought 
plans of how to respond to such 
aggression within foe realities 
of the existing socio-political 
conditions, we also nave to 1 
[earn how to plan our response 
.m an attempt to change any set; 
of realities that we foe! is aga- 
inst our interests. 

. It is these realities which we 
continue to ignore or are unw- 
illing to change that have ren- 
dered us more or less helpless. 
Our present course of action 
has unfortunately made us a 
laughing stock of all self- 
respecting nations. 

There are several facts that; 
we are reminded of whenever. 
Israel commits acts of agg- 
ression against us. These are so 
obvious that even listing them 
looks naive: 

— Fact 1: That Israel continues 
to be able militarily to strike 
any Arab target anywhere wit- 1 
hm the boundaries of the Arab 
World and even beyond, any- 


time h chooses to do so. and* 
with proven efficiency (or lack 
of it on our part). In so doing, 
world opinion has not his-' 
toricaUy deterred it from car- 
rying out such actions whe- 
never it saw necessary. 

— Fact 2t That Arab gov- 
ernments, none excluded, eit- 
her do not want to or cannot 
retaliate without inviting, at 
present, considerable damage* 
.to (heir countries by the Isr-. 
aclis. 

— Fact 2h That the United 
States is strategically aligned 
with Israel, and that there has 
been no action yet committed 
by the Israeli government, 
however atrocious or widely 
condemned, that has invited 
■even a shadowy disapproval by 
the US. 

These are the present 
facts. We can condemn Israel 
for weeks, but that will not 
change the facts. We can pour 
our hearts out swearing at the 
Americans, but that will not 
change the facts. We can keep 
hoping for the Arabs to mir- 
aculously unite, but that will 
not change the facts. Or we can 


sit quhety and design sys- 
tematic plans of actions within 
jour capabilities and hope to 
create new fads. 

' The problem we face cannot 
be naively attributed only to* 
.Israel's military superiority. I 
refuse to believe that an (toe- 
ration carried out 2500 kil- 
ometres away from a country's 
base, into an enemy base, can 
‘be executed so flawlessly if it 
.was not for our complete unp- 
reparedness. The question 
here is not that of die sarong 
.Israeli, but rather of the weak 
Arab. 

Our weakness, though, does 
'not stem from a lack of military 
- equipment. Indeed, a recently 
published report showed that 
' Arab countries are at the top of 
arras -buying nations. Wha- 
tever edge Israel bolds over us 
1 lies largely not in the arms it 
has. but the way it puts them to 
work. Amassing huge qua- 
ntities of military equipment 
without proper logistical, tec- 
hnical. and overall strategic 
thinking and administrative 
support renders them ine- 
ffective. 


! The fact is. and it is long ove- 
irdue to face, that our present 
cultural value-system is not 
'one indudve of hard work and 
•systematic thinking. Forget our 
early achievements. Something 
'drastic about cur present way 
■of life needs to be changed. 

! Reason has to replace emo- 
tions as the driving force beh- 
ind our actions. Our present 
strategy, however, is to keep 
- telling ourselves that Israel was 
.wrong in attacking us. that the 
U_S. is wrong in not con- 
demn mg the act, that right is on 
'our side. And yet, all that is 
besides the point. We evade 
the issue that, right or wrong. 
Israel is attacking us, that the 
•U.S. is siding with it We need 
to address the question of what 
do we plan to do about it. 

dihen the Israelis hlL a PLO 
base 2500 kilometres away, 
.their action cannot he gov- 
erned by an outburst of emo- 
tion from on angry general, nor 
.can it be planned in a couple of 
days. Obviously, a whole sys- 
tem was at work producing 
.plans that were ready long hep 
ore the raid took place. In 


j other words, the decision to str- 
like was taken after the plans 
'were prepared, simulated, eva- 
luated and proven to be mil- 
itarily perfect. In our case, we 
'take the decision, often emo- 
tionally, and dim sit down to 
'hastily prepare a plan, the 
prematurity of which usually 
dooms it to failure. 

: To suggest we can change 
■facts overnight is certainly 
naive, but to start working 
towards that goal ts not. Un£ 
■ortunately. there are no dear 
signs in the A rail World today 
that Arabs can draw up and 
i cany out effective plans. This is 
because we still have not adm- 
itted to ourselves that the pro- 
cess of taking decisions that we 
currently employ needs to be 
drastically changed. This is not 
meant as a criticism against 
Arab governments, hut against 
me and you. It is a trait cha- 
racteristic of the Arab ind- 
.ividual. of whom Arab gov- 
ernments are just an extension. 

The U.S. support for Israel, 
for example, might moke me 
puke as an Arab. But that ind- 
ividual reaction does not mean 


that we should not. as 
decision-makers, devise a 
long-term plan of how to deal 
with this unpleasant fact called 
the United States. Do we want 
the U.S. to be more responsive 
to our needs, or do we not 
care? Do we want to dip- 
lomatically try to change us 
mind, and if so. how? Is it m our 
interest to start hitting at U.S. 
interests in the region or not? 
|What other alternatives do we 
have? Everything has to be 
jweighed before a well-thought 
of plan is contemplated and 
'proper actions taken to ensure 
Its implementation. 

• The keyword 1 have rep- 
eatedly emphasised in this art- 
'ide is systemisation. We need 
■actions that are the product of 
■systems, not personal whims. 

We need to adopt systematic 
iways of thinking. We need a 
'system to continuously filter 
■out ideas and decisions. Oth- 
erwise. in a few weeks, or 
months, or yea is. Israel wilt sir- 
like again, the U.S. will side 
jwith it again, and we will he 
jthere to. once again, condemn 
Ithem both.

“The Arab Republic of Egypt, 
m condemning foe developments 
of the incident, reaffirms its off- 
stated position that these acts will 
not serve foe peace process,” foe 
statement said. . 

“This is in line with its basic pos- 
ition we have always stated, nam- 
ely foal violence breeds more vio- 
lence and that a just and com- 
prehensive peace is foe only road 
to the stability of foe Middle East 
and the security of all its states.” 

In Washington, Secretary of 
Defence Caspar Weinberger said 
four U.S. F-14 jet fighter planes 
lurked and waited in me dark over 
foe Mediterranean to intercept 
and force to Italy foe Egyptian 
plane. 

Mr. Wefaiberger, at a hastily- 
summoned post-midnight news 
conference, said foe jet fighters 
were backed up by radar aircraft 
and other support aircraft from 
foe Sixth Fleet aircraft carrier Sar- 
atoga. 

' “We knew we intercepted foe 


plane we wanted (in the dark) 
because it was the one with the 
hijacker* on it." Mr. Weinberger 
said. "We had very good int- 
elligence." 

He said the pilot of the cha- 
rtered Egyptian airliner accepted 
the U.S. jet fighter planes' int- 
erception orders after Tunisia and 
Greece refused it permission to 
land. 

“The interception was carried 
out without any hostile activity on 
our part," Mr. Weinberger said. . 

He said the Saratoga was cru- 
ising near Albania when it rec- 
eived orderc to prepare for foe 
mission about 2 p.tn. EDT (1800 
GMT) and foe mission began 
about two hours later. 

The jets intercepted the Egy- 
ptian aircraft 45 minutes after it 
took off from Egypt when it was 
□ear Crete, be said. 

Mr. Weinberger refused to 
comment on how foe United Sta- 
tes knew foe hijackers were on foe 
aircraft. “We have good int- 
eltigeace,” was all he would say. 

He refused to say if foe United 
States was prepared to use force to 
stop the Egyptian aircraft* but did 
say: “We were prepared tp take 
action against foie mp" 

Mr. Reagan on Friday con- 
gratulated foe U.S. navy squadron 
involved in foe top-secret ope- 


ration. saying it had sent the mes- 
sage "you can run but you can't 
hide” to terrorists around the 
world, and U.S. congressmen hai- 
led the action with unconcealed 
glee. 

" Israeli officials shared Ame- 
rica’s’ jubilation over the capture 
of foe hijackers, who had dem- 
anded the release of 50 Pal- 
estinians held by Israel. 

British officials also applauded' 
foe action, but Foreign Secretary 
Sir Geoffrey Howe said he would 
go ahead with talks next Monday 
with two members of foe PLO 
Executive Committee. 

At the United Nations PLO off- 
icial said on Thursday there was 
no proof that an American pas- 
senger was killed by the hijackers 
of the Adiille Lauro. 

Referring to 69-year-old Leon 
Klin&hoffer of New York, PLO 
foreign affairs head Farouk Kad- 
doumi told the Security Council: 
“I wish to ask. is there any evi- 
dence those hijackers had kflfed 
'that civilian? Where is that evi- 
dence? 

“He is 69-year-old and his fam- 
ily stated that he suffered fre- 
quently before from heart attacks. 
He was also suffering from par- 
alysis, I am wondering why and 
bow those (hijacken) can attack 
.or kill such an old person.” 


He added: “I am not defending 
that, but I am defending logic and 
reality.” 

Mr. Kaddoumi was speaking at 
foe opening of a council debate on 
the Middle East problem, inc- 
luding the question of Palestine, 
that had been requested hy non- 
aligned countries before foe ship 
hijacking. 

Referring to IsraePs -Oct. J 
bombing of PLO headquarters in 
Tunisia. Mr. Kaddoumi said: "Did 
foe United States of America for- 
get today 165 Palestinians who 
were lolled in Tunisia. And today 
it makes an ado about an acc- 
'usation without sound material 
evidence about that accusation.” 

The PLO official said his org- 
nisation intervened to help end 
the ship seizure and save foe lives 
of foe 400 people on board, at foe 
request of Italy. 

It had also responded to req- 
uests to help protect Americans in 
Beirut when foe PLO was based 
there, and intervned on behalf of 
foe Americans taken hostage in 
Iran in 1979. be said. 

On Wednesday. Security Cou- 
ncil members condemned foe 
“unjustifiable and criminal hij- 
acking" of foe Achilla Lauro. as 
■well as other acts of terrorism, inc-

U.S. House votes to 
restrict textile 
imports from Asia 


WASHINGTON (R) — Defying 
President Reagan's veto threat, 
the House of Representatives 
Thursday voted overwhelmingly 
to roll back sharply textile imports 
from 12 countries, all but one in 
Asia and including Japan and 
China. 

Seen as a signal of rising anger 
over A merican jobs lost due to the 
record U.S. trade deficit the bQl 
passed on a vote of 262 to 159 
even though its supporters give it 
little chance of ever becoming law. 

Its chief opponent. Con- 
gressman Sam Gibbons, said “the 
real fight is over.” after 30 of the 
bars original sponsors switched ‘ 
sides and voted against it. 

“Whether we like it or not this 
bill has taken on an air of being 
anti-Asian." he declared. 

It was the first of more than 300 
trade bills before Congress, and 
some backers concede the only 
one likely to be passed. 

President Reagan has strongly 
opposed the bill as protectionist. 
Both US. trade representative, 
Mr. Dayton Yeutter. and Com- 
merce Secretary Malcolm Bal- 
drige have said Mr. Reagan will 
veto iL 

While it would affect most tex- 
tile exporters, its sharpest impact 
would be felt in Hong Kong. Tai- 
wan and South Korea, which 
could see a 40 per cent drop in 
exports to the United States. 

House speaker. Mr. Thomas 
jO’Neill, told reporters that the 
vote was a message to the White 
House that the United States 
needs a tougher trade policy to 
open up world markets. 

"They are just sick and tired of 
being the lone free traders, the 
lone patsies (dupes) of the world.” 
Mr. O'Neill said of the House 
supporters. 

“Does it open die eyes of our 
‘tradmg partners?, yes. Docs it 
open the eyes of the adm- 
inistration?. yes." he said. 

He postponed debate and a vote 
on die bilf Wednesday out of cou- 
rtesy to visiting Singapore Prime 
Minister Lee Kuan Yew who sho- 
rtly afterward.’ in an address to 
both Houses of Congress, pas- 
sionately appealed for pro- 
.tectionism to be rejected.

But its main aim was to roll 
back an irpport surge from Hong 
Kong. Taiwan. South Korea. 
Japan, Pakistan, foe Philippines. 
Thailand, Brazil. Singapore. Ind- 
onesia and India. 

. If quotas are enacted these cou- 
ntries could see as much as an 80 
per cent reduction cutback with 
the average being 40 per cent. 
And. they could and lose 53.5 bil- 
lion in exports.

The Senate has under con- 
sideration a less restrictive bill 
which would affect only imports 
from Hong Kong. Taiwan and 
South Korea but which would akn 
protect foe domestic shoe ind- 
ustry. 

Senate action has not been sch- 
eduled. 

Congressman Buddy Roeraer < 
argued: “This bill is a net job 
loser. Whai good does it do in a 
trade war to first point foe gun at, 
.ourselves?" 

The 12 textile exporting cou-: 
n tries specified in the bill bought 
55.1 billion worth of U.S. wheat 
and com last year and the pro- 
posed measure had raised fears of 
retaliation in the financially- 
pressed farming regions. 

Mr. Gibbons, chairman of the 
trade subcommittee said: “There 
is damage out there but not eno- 
ugh to warrant the drastic leg- 
islation Here." 

Lee warns of major 
world depression 

l' Mr. Lee told the American leg- 
islators that protectionist bills 
could plunge foe world back into a 
major depression similar to that of 
foe 1 930's. j 

That would bring serious dan- j 
gers to world peace as did the last 
Great Depression, which led to 
World War II, he said. 

. “Does America wish to aba- 
ndon foe contest between dem- 

one hand .versus communism and 
foe controlled economy on foe 
other, when she was nearly won 
this contest for foe hearts and 
minds of foe Third World?” he 
asked them. 

He said two countries which 
would be in the greatest danger 
■from restricted U.S. markets 
■would be China, which had been 
encouraged to move out of its iso- 
lation by non -communist eco- 
nomic success in Asia, and Japan, 

Restricting China’s access to foe 
U.S . market could force Peking to 
reassess its new, more open policy 
and Japan could be forced to seek 
closer ties with China and foe Sov- 
iet Union, be said. 

Such a move byby Japan would 
be viewed with consternation by 
non-co mmunisi Asian countries. 
Mr. Lee said. 


Bundesbank 
reins dollar 

LONDON (RJ - The dollar 
aided trading in Europe Friday 
little changed from its previous 
levels, but only after West Ger- 
many's central bank bad acted to 
stifle foe effects of some enc- 
ouraging news for the U.S. eco- 
nomy. 

Dealers said a favourable 0.6 
per cent fall in U.S. wholesale pri- 
ces and 2.7 per cent rise in retail 
sales last month jolted foe dollar 
above 2.66 marks before dollar 
sales in foe open market by foe 
Bundesbank defused its strength. 

In a rare move, a Bundesbank 
spokesman confirmed the bank’s 
intervention, giving a fairly clear 
message of official intentions to 
foe market 

The Bundesbank itself gave no 
details of amounts sold but dealers 
estimated that sales were modest. 

West Germany’s intervention 
was only its second since finance 
ministers of foe five leading Wes- 
tern economies agreed nearly 
three weeks ago to cooperate in 
pushing the dollar lower. 

The dollar still gained almost a 
pfenning m Frankfurt to end at 
2.6596 marks, although in Lon- 
don its 2.6580 mark finish was lit- 
tle changed from its previous 
close. 

Dealers said fear of action by 
central banks to keep the dollar in 
check, continued to dominate an 
otherwise dull market. 

“Nobody dared to take the dol- 
lar down and tentative attempts to 
push it up were skilfully averted by 
central bank intervention.” one 
Frankfurt dealer said. 

Sterling ended an uneventful 
day in London at 51.4115. unc- 
hanged from its close Thursday 
nighL — 

U.S. Senate 
passes huge 
debt increase 

WASHINGTON (R) — The US. 
Senate Thursday night passed a 
bill to raise the national debt cei- 
Ing aid also drastically cut huge 
federal budget deficits to zero 
after five years. 

After eight days of debate foe 
Republican-led Senate passed foe 
combination bill by 51 to 37 votes 
and sent it to House of Rep- 
resentatives. controlled by foe 
opposition Democrats. 

The House has already passed 
the debhbill. which weqld boost 
foe total outstanding U.S. debt by 
$200 billion to over $ 2 . 000 billion 
■ without the budget plan. 

The Republican -designed plan 
aims at cutting foe record 5200 
billion deficit by stages over foe 
next five years to produce, on 
.paper at least, a balanced budget 
by 1991. 6 

House Democrats have charged 
foe plan yields too much power to 
President Reagan, who backs it 
by letting him pick programmes he 
wants to cut under a complex pro- 
cedure requiring him and Con- 
gress to meet annual specified def- 
icit ceilings until foe deficit is zero 
in 1991. 

They also note that Mr. Reagan 
has bunt up more cumulative debt 
than all foe other presidents com- 
bined.

Three countries sign up 
for new world agency 


SEOUL (R) — Turkey. South 
Korea and Ecuador Friday bec- 
ame the first nations to sign up for 
Casa new world bank agency pro- 
viding its members with gua-, 
ran tees against non-commercial 
risk such as expropriation. 

The World Bank said foe three 
countries signed foe agreement 
after the creation of foe Mul- 
tilateral Investment Guarantee 
Agency (MIGA) was approved by 
foe bank’s board of governors. 

Before foe agency can go into 
operation, signatures must be obt- 
■ained. from anofoqr ;L 2 dev-, 
eloping countries and five dev- 


eloped countries whose con- 
tributions total $360 million. 

The World Bank said foat once 
foe necessaiy signatures have 
been obtained, a committee of 
those countries will be formed to 
work out draft policy guidelines 
and detailed regulations which 
will be be submined to MIGA's 
governing bodies for approval. 

The World Bank said It expects 
foe agency will finance its ope- 
rations from premiums and other 

funds provided by its member 
countries. 


4% of Arab land under 
cultivation, study shows 


SHARJAH (OPECNA) — Only 
four per cent of foe land in foe 
Arab World is under cultivation, 
according to a study by the Sha- 
rjah Chamber of Commerce and 
Indusny. 

The chamber warns that foe 
current economic and social sit- 
uation in the Arab World is thr- 
eatening its food security. 

The increase in cultivable land 
has not kept pace with the rise in 
population, the report points out. 
At present only 51 million hec- 
tares are being cultivated in Arab 


countries and foe figure is exp- 
ected to go no higher than 60 mil- 
lion hectares by the year 2000 . 

Meanwhile. Arab food imports 
have increased from a value of 52 
million in 1970 to $22 million in 
1984. 

The chamber recommends a 
series of measures to rectify the 
-imbalance, including land rec- 
lamation. modem agricultural 
techniques, greater use of gre- 
enhouses and sprinkler irrigation 
methods to overcome harsh cli- 
matic conditions. 


Third World debt problem. 

Mr. Ripen, director general for 
development and international 
economic cooperation, said sim- 
ultaneous ana concerted action 
was required on several points. 

He said any solution should 
take into account the fact foat' 
there were limits to foe overall 
burden of debt servicing that ind- 
ividual countries could shoulder 
on a sustained basis. He argued 
foal the principle of sharing of 
response ility by debtor and cre- 
ditor nations and financial ins- 
titutions should be accepted. 

Mr. Ripen said commodity pri- 
ces continued to be unstable and 
now stood at historically low lev- 
els. while foe trade decline in Afr~: 
ica and foe least developed cou-* 
ntries was a major cause of foe 
crisis confronting them. In foe 
long run. diversification was foe 
only answer, but foat should not 
detract attention from the need to 
strengthen existing instruments 
and develop new ones. 

Egyptian Ambassador Ahmad 
Tawfik Khali, speaking on behalf 
of developing countries in 
Group-77, said only effective mul- 
tilateral economic cooperation 
could prevent foe risk of dis- 
integration of foe world trading 
system and dispel foe prevailing 
uncertainty in the international 
financial systems. 

He called for foe launching of 
global negotiations aimed at est- 
ablishing a new international eco- 
nomic order which recognised the 
“international variables" that now 
characterised all areas of eco- 
nomic activity.

‘If Pakistan gets A-bomb,, 
India may not follow suit* 


LONDON (Agencies) — Prime 
Minister Rajiv Gandhi of India 
said in an interview published Fri- 


day that even if Pakistan develops' 


a nuclear weapon, it may not 
necessary for India to follow suit. 

“I hope we do not have to do 
that” he told the Times of Lon- 
don. 

“We have lived with the Chi- 
nese (nuclear) weapon and not 
developed one, so there is the opt- 
ion. But we shall have to think 
much more deeply about the Pak- 
istani weapon than the Chinese 
weapon.” 

The Indian government has 


accused Pakistan of trying to dev- 
omb. India it 


elop a nudear bomb. India itself 
exploded an underground nudear 
device in 1974 but says its nudear 
programme is for peaceful pur- 
poses only. Neither neighbour has 
signed the nuclear non- 
proliferation treaty. 

The Times said the exdusive 
interview took place in DeOn as 
Mr- Gandhi made preparations 
for an official visit to Britain which 
starts Monday. 

In a recent speech to India's 
National Defence College, Mr. 
Gandhi appeared to be dev- 
eloping a theory of deterrence that 
did not involve building a nuclear 
weapon and had indicated the bal- 
ance of terror was inappropriate 
for world peace. 

Asked if that also applied to the 
Indian subcontinent. Mr. Gandhi 
replied: “That was really in ref- 
erence to the world, but of course 
it applies here as wdL We can’t 
talk of one thing for the world and 
another thing for India. We mean 
it for the region as well. And we 


will work for that” 

India Thursday denied a U.S. 
newspaper report that India was 
developing a hydrogen bomb and 
said the country did not have a 
nudear weapons programme. 

“The report is fanciful. The 
government of India has rep- 
eatedly declared that we do not' 
have any nudear weapons pro- 
gramme. Any allegation to the 
contrary is deplorable,” an Indian 
External Amirs Ministry spo- 
kesman told a press briefing.

The guerrillas also played a 
message for Mr. Duarte from his 
daughter. “Please help me leave 
here soon.” it said. 

The contact ended with Mr. 
Duarte screaming at the kid- 
nappers that be did not have suf- 
ficient evidence of his daughter’s 
state of health. 

Duarte Duran and Villeda were 
kidnapped outside a university in 
toe capital a month ago. The 
Pedro Pablo Castillo guerrilla 
commandos, a group linked to toe 
Farabundo Marti National Lib- 
eration Front (FMLN), claimed 
responsibility.

Rico a disaster area 


PONCE, Puerto Rico (R) — Pre- 
sident Reagan has declared Pue- 
rto Rico a disaster area, aut- 
horising millio ns of dollars of fed- 
eral aid to the Caribbean island 
devastated by heavy rains, floods 
and landslides. 

The r ams earlier in the week 
caused an estimated $500 milli on 
m damage, and left 88 people 
known dead and another 500 mis- 
sing in a mudslide that engulfed a 
hillside shantytown. 


The presidential order made 
funds available to individuals and 
local governments and came one 
day after Puerto Rican Governor 
Rafael Hernandez Colon app- 
ealed to Mr. Reagan to rush eme- 
rgency aid to the U.S. territory. 


The US. Paries Service used 
dogs Friday to sniff through the 
muddy rubble of Mamayes. In the 
four days since the flood. 43 bod- 
ies have been recovered from toe 
ruins of 270 wrecked slum sha- 
nties. 

Rescue authorities said the thr- 
eat of disease caused by dec- 
omposing bodies may eventually 
force them to bulldoze new layers 
of dirt over Mamayes, per- 
manently entombing hundreds of 
victims. 


But government officials ass- 
ured grief-stricken relatives' they 
had not yet made any decision to 
tarn toe shantytown into a mass 
grave. 

Hundreds of family members 
watched and waited as toe six 
dogs, trained to sniff out humans 
— alive or dead — pawed over the 
site. 

“We will wait here as long as it 
takes to get the bodies of our rel- 
atives ” said Willy Gonzalez. 48. 
who was awaiting word on toe fate 
of his 29-year-old nephew, the 
man's wife and five-year-old son. 

Accompanied by their handlers, 
the dogs bounded through toe 
rains, their noses low to the gro- 
und. At times, a dog lingered over 
a spot, sniffing intently and wag-’ 
ging his tail — a signal that he bad 
possibly located a corpse. 

Within hours after toe dogs 
began their work, more than 20 
small red flags fluttered from the 
jumbled wreckage, marking the 
places where they had detected 
bodies. 

“Until now. we were searching 
almost blindly. Now we c^n just 
follow toe dogs' noses.” said CoL 
Luis Manuel Carillo, commander 
of 1 70 National Guard troops ass- 
igned to the rescue effort 


Mitterrand visit stresses 


co mmitme nt to W. Berlin 


WEST BERLIN (R) — French 
President Francois Mitterrand 
paid a flying visit to West Berlin 
seen as underlining France's 
co mmit ment both to toe security 
of the divided city and its fri- 
endship with West Germany. 

Mr. Mitterrand said that his ges- 
ture in stopping in Bonn to invite 
West German Chancellor Helmut 
Kohl aboard his plane for toe 
flight to West Berlin was intended 
to under! me the warmth of their 
working relationship. 

Mr. Mitterrand reaffirmed Fra- 
nce’s commitment, as one of its 
powers, to West 
lifs security by presiding over 
a French military parade including 
infantry, tanks and armoured cars. 

His visit to West Berlin was only 


the second by a French head of 
state. 

“1 have come to assure you. in 
the name of the French Republic, 
of France's desire to protect toe 
peace and liberty of Berliners." 
Mr. Mitterrand told Mr. Kohl and 
West Berlin’s ruling Mayor Ebe- 
rbard Diepgen. 

“I have come to reiterate that 
France will remain vigilant and 
continue to guard toe freedom of- 
access of all routes leading to Ber- 
lih.” 

- Mr. Kohl described Mr. Mit- 
terrand s visit as a “ demonstration 
of friendship between our two 
peoples, who through the vic- 
issitudes of history have at last at 
the end of this century becoifte 
reconciled.”

Hollywood loses two film giants 


LOS ANGELES (R) — Orson 
Welles, who panicked mill io ns 
with his War Of The Worlds bro- 
adcast and whose Citizen. Kane 
became a film classic, has died at 
age 70. one day after another film- 
star Yul Brynner died of hmg can- 
cer. 

Hollywood Friday mourned toe 
brilliant director-actor, whose 
death followed toe losses of actors 
Rock Hudson and Yul Brynner. 

Welles, who directed subh cla- 
ssics as Citizen Kane, the Mag- 
nificent Ambersons, and the Lady 
From Shanghai, was found dead 
Thursday morning in a bedroom 
in his Hollywood house by his dri- 
ver. according to the Los Angeles 
police department. 

“He died peacefully in his 
sleep.” Welles^ attorney. Eli Blu- 
menfeld, said, adding that his doc- 
tor said he died of a heart attack-'' 
Blumenfeld said the director’s 
widow. Paola. and his three chi- 
ldren were travelling to Los Ang- 
eles and funeral plans were pen-

He went to New York as a dir- 
ector of television dramas before 
taking to the stage. 

His first role was in Lute Song, a 
musical about 14th-Century 
China.
